Gratified at Decision. 

“I am gratified ‘at the decision of 
the supreme court for several rea- 
sons,” Mr.’ Bermett said. “Not that 
I like to see stockholders pay these 
assessments, but :cause of the great- 
er interest I have in the depositors. 
The decision, which gives the bank- 
ing department the right to assess 
stockholders a full 100 per cent. if 
necessary to pay off depositors, will 
stabilize the entire banking industry 
of the state. ‘The decision also shows 
that Georgia has one of the best bank- 
ing laws in the Union and that it 
has stood the test of the state’s high- 
est court.” 

Mr. Bennett said the purpdse of the 
law is to protect all possible who 
deal with banks and at the same time 
to protect banks. 

“Banks deal largely with each 
other: therefore, bankers themselves 
are in favor of strict supervision by 
the state. Thie makes the interests of 
bankers virtually identical with in- 
terests of depositors.” he said. 

! To Curb Failures. 

Mr. RBernett said that ultimately 
a bank failure will be almost impos- 
| sible in Georgia. He said the banking 
| department, through its examiners, 
| soon will have the banks in such con- 


| dition that a shortage can be dis- 
' covered quickly. 
| “We cannot, of course, absolutely 
prevent certain acts o- dishonest em- 
ployees or officials, but we can keep 
such a close check on conditions of 
banks that a shortage cannot exist 
1ong without being discovered. The 
banking department is only a few 
years old, hence it has hardly had 
time to get its system thoroughly in 
operation. Then, too, the department 
has been handicapped by certain in- 
junctions in several cases which will 
have to be withdrawn under the de- 
cision of the supreme court,” he said. 

Mr. Bennett will leave Atlanta 
Saturday for New York on business 
of the department. After he returns 
the work of proceeding against stock- 
holders in several insolvent banks will 
be pushed so that settlements can be 
made with depositors as early as pos- 
sible.

The proposal for a tribunal with- 
in the J. C. C. in lieu of the labor 
board will not meet with the approv- 
al of labor.

as a means of preverting war. 

In a brief reference to the coal and 
railroad strikes, the president attack-" 
ed labor and capital when he said 
that “labor was insistent on holding 
to the war heights (of wages) and 
heedlegs forces of reaction sought the 
pre-war levels.” He declared the two 
strikes “had no excuse for their be- 
ginning and less justification for their 
delayed settlement.”

“Thirty-five plants are now carry- 
ing their own workmen’s compen- 
sation insurance, and reductions in 
insurance rates have been granted 
in many instances, due to the better 
experience we are able to show. In 
this connection it is of interest that 
@ representative from a liability in- 
surance company at our meeting in 
Detroit made the statement on the 
floor that in years past cement 
plants were on their black list, but 
now they are glad to take all such 
risks they can get.” 


This illustrates the fact that care, 
on the part of industrial plants as 
to the physical safety of their em- 
ployees is not only profitable 
through the reduction of time 
losses and of expense entailed by 
accidents, but also in the reduc- 
tion of the cost of meeting the re- 
quirements of the government as 
to the maintenance of industrial in- 
surance. 

From every standpoint safety de- 
vices in industrial plants and safety 
and precautionary education are 
profitable in the long run, regard- 
less of what they cost in the form 
of immediate outlay. 

And in what the Portland Cement 
association is doing to prevent ac- 
cidents in its various plants it 4s 
pursuing a policy that ought to be 
emulated by every industrial insti- 
tution in the country.

Armour Moves News to Pack- 
ing Co ny Involved, 


They Assert. 


Chicago, December 8.—An _ unex- 
pected turn in the discussed merger 
of the two large packing firms, Mor- 
ris and company and Armour and 
company, became known today when 
a signed statement issued by the for- 
mer firm was made public. It was 


over the signature of Nelson Morris, 
chairman of the board of. directors, 


and Edward Morris, president of the 
company. 

The statement indicated that J. Og- 
den Armour, of Armour and com- 
pany, in visits to Washington and 
conferences with officials ofthe gov- 
ernment on the proposed merger, has 
not taken officials of Morris and com- 
pany into his confidence. At least 
part of Morris and company officials’ 
knowledge of his actions, as indicat- 
ed by the statement, was obtained 


from newspaper reports. 
The Morris and company statement 


read: 
“News to Us.” 

“We note by Thursday’s papers 
that Mr. Armour has advised Presi- 
dent Harding that we are anxious to 
be out of the packing business. 

“This is news to us, 

“While we realized that Mr. Ar- 
mour is very anxious to acquire our 
business and our organization, up to 
the present time we have not put 
any price on same, and he has not 
made us an offer. 

“Even if Mr. Armour: should pur- 
chase our business it would not mean 
that. we would long remain out of the 
packing business,” 

It was said in some quarters, fol- 
dowing the issuance of the statement, 
that it indicated, although the Mor- 
ris and company holdings might be 
acquired by Armour and company, 
the former firm would not forsake 
the packing business for any length 
of time. This, the observers pointed 
out, might culminate in a packers’ 


war. 
Await U. S. Move. 

While no definite information has 
become available on Mr. Armour’s 
argument to secure eons¢ns of the 
government to the merger, it has been 
rumored that he asserted overhead 
charges would be reduced, resulting 
in a saving to the publie. 

On this argument, the statement is- 
sued by Morris and company, observ- 
ers said, has a direct bearing as they 
declared they saw in its lines an in- 
tention of the two Morris brothers 
to reenter the. packing business in 
event their holdings were sold. 

Meanwhile the packing’ group 
awaited an announcement from Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace to 
whom Attorney-General Daugherty 
yesterday was reported to have sub- 
mitted an opinion on the legality of 
the proposed merger.

Detroit, Mich., December 8.—Mrs.

man $20,000 for the job and gave 
him a photograph of her husband to 
make sure the right man was slain, 
according to the sworn statements of 
four detectives whose investigation 
resulted in Mrs. Ford’s detention to- 
ay on a charge of attempting to com- 
mit murder.

The robbery was planned 
by Chester Johnson, Will Johnson is 
alleged to have told the officers. The 
negroes are said to have planned to 
securely bind the smaller of the two 
Poulos brothers and force the larger 
one, Peter G., to open the safe. 

When told that Will Johnson had 
confessed, Chester Johnson, according 
to Detective T. O. Sturdivant, who 
has been directing the investigation, 
stated that he had planned to rob 
the restaurant, but denied taking any 
part.in it. Walker, likewise, accord- 
ing to the officer, insists that he is 
innocent. 

Detective Sturdivant and his part- 
ner, Pat Campbell, have been work- 
ing night and day on the murder.

When you are buying drinking 
glasses for everyday use, it is advisa- 
ble not to get them too expensive. The 
popular priced glasses as made at 
present may be procured in good-look- 
ing shapes, satisfactorily finished. In 
buying a popular priced set of glasses. 
however, note whether or not the glass 
itself is perfectly clear. While it may 
not be absolutely perfect, a good de- 
gree of clearness is obtainable in mcd- 
erate priced glasses, 

See, too, that your glasses do not 
contain any so called “invisible” 
cracks, as these are cracks which will 
become deeper and eventually result in 
a broken glass. 

One of the most essential things to 
de in buying table glasses is to test 
the edges with your finger before pur- 
chasing, ro be sure you do not get any 
which may be slightly or dangerously 
rough, The higher priced glasses are 
carefuily finished so that they are per- 
fectly smooth at the top, but there is 
often that danger in procuring lower 
priced ones. 

Frequently, popular priced drinking 
glasses may be procufed with burnt- 


in patterns on them. This is often de- 
sirable because it serves to make less

Every great part of the house- 
wife’s business amounts to buying— 
so much so in fact the adequacy of

The 
housewife cannot do better on New 
Year's day than to make some god 
resolutions regarding this matter of 
buying. 

Here are some suggestions for her 
resolutions : 

If there are any large payments 
that must be made annually or semi- 
annually such as taxes, mdrtgage or 
other {nterests, figure out what this 
amoupts:'to per month and then from 
month to month throughout the year 
put. by enough to meet this The 
safest plan is to deposit it in a sav- 
ings bank account. 

Always have a little ahead so that 
you can buy ‘in favorable market 
conditions. Directly after Christmas, 


many of the,stores have excellent’ 


bargains. It id by all means the best 
time to buy bedding and table linen. 
Don’t be caught without funds to 
take advantage of these sales. 

Never buy a thing just because it 
is a bargain, and never think an ar- 
ticle is inferior just because it costs 
less than you expect to pay for it. 

Avoid the article that is inexpen- 
sive because it is of poor quality. 
It is better always to buy a shop- 
worn article of good quality than a 
new article of inferior quality. If 
you buy “seconds” of any article al- 
ways ask to know wherein the im- 
perfection lies. It may be some- 
thing that will not materially reduce 
the usefulness*of the article for you, 
and again it may be a defect that 
will make the article practically 
worthless.

To Heat Your Home.

Before you order your heating sys- 
tem, take into account the size, shape, 
exposure and location of your house. 
Rooms with high ceilings need more 
heat than lowe-ceiled ones, and eight 
or ten times more heat escapes through 
window-glass than through a_ well- 
built wall. The wase through a sky- 
light is even greater, since the warm 
nir rises against it. A. loosely con- 
structed house, of course, requires an 
especially powerful plant, It is wise 
to consult an architect or an engineer 
who makes a specialty of heating and 
to get him to figure just how big a 
system” you need and to make exact 
plans and specifications for one that 
is guaranteed to do the work. Do not 
accept a competitive bid made solely 
on a price basis. Do not install a cer- 
tain type of heater on the advice of a 
friend. His house may be different 
from yours. A long rambling house 
that covers much ground is-harder to 
heat than a square, compact one, Make 
a special study of the different meth- 
ods of heating before ordering a heat- 
ing plant for thi: type of house. Be 
sure to get a large enough furnace, 
boiler and radiators.

UF CITY IN ASHES 


Fifteen- Million-Dollar 
Fire Loss Suffered by 
Astoria, Oldest City in 
Oregon. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PREsS. 

Astoria, Oregon, Deceinber 8.—The 
business district of Astoria, the oldest 
city in Oregon, is in ruins, hundreds 
of persons are homeless and property 
iOss estimated around $15,000,000 was 
caused by a fire here today. For ten 
hours the flames burned’ an_ ever- 
widening path through the city until 
shortly after noon. 2 } 

Banks, newspuper plants, hotels. 
stores, theaters and numereus business 
houses were wiped out. According to 
Fire Chief E. B. Foster, the fire got 
out of control because it Surned be- 
neath the buildings under piling upon 
Which the business section was built 
Hie attributed the disaster to fai!ure 
to fill in the space beneath the piling. 
Dynamiting was resorted to in an ef- 
fort to stay the fire. 

Norris Staples, automobile man and 
president of the Bank of Commerce 
dropped dead of heart failure while ihe 


‘tire was at its height. 


The body of C. J. Smith, a transient. 
was found hanging under the sidewalk 
on the water front, but whether he 
had ended his life because of the tire 
Or for other reasons the police were 
unable to determine. He had svrent 
the night in a Yodging house nearby. 

Thirty blocks ‘were wiped ou. 
Mgny homes in the older tesidence 
district were destroyed, and about 
fifty families living in an apartment 
house were made homeless by the de- 
struction of that building. In addi- 
tion to these, many persons rooming 
in the destroyed srea lost all their 
personal property. 

A committee of vitizens met at the 
call of Mayor Bremmer and planned 
immediate relief méasures. They 
were assured of help from Portland 
and Seaside. Every restaurant and 
hotel had been destroyed, and stocks 
of goods had been wiped out. so there 
was prospect of immediate want. 
Portland bakeries sent bread and 
Seaside opened the hotel there to re- 
ceive those without shelter. and a 
large number of cottages at the beach 
resorts also were made available. 
Homes in the residence district alse 
were thrown open to give aid and food

5,300-Acre Track 
In North Georgia 


Land Will Become Part of 
Nantahala Forest Res- 
ervation. 


A tract of jand owned by private 
interests consisting of 5,300 acres 
in Rabun county, near Clayton, will 
he taken over by the government and 
become a part of the Nantahala na- 
tional forest reserve, according to 
Robert. M. Cook, assistant United 
States district attorney, in a state- 
ment Friday, 

Mr. Cook, who is attached to the 
district attorney's office in Atlanta, 
will visit the territory which is now 
in litigation next week and will at- 
tempt to arrange settlement with the 
present land owners. He will confer 
with Judge John Awtry, tith examin- 
er, and R, W. Shields, of the United 
States forestry service, in charge of 
the Nantahala and Cherokee reserves 
at Clayton. 

Recently the government instituted 
condemnations proceedings on the 
property in order to gain clear title 
to the land, and purchased it from 
its numerous owners.-A number of 
owners of the. property have inter- 
posed objections to disposing of their 
lands, part of which is among the 
most fertile in that section, 

Mr. Cook was a member of the 
party of government officials who, 
under fhe auspices of The Constitu- 
tion, made a trip over the govern- 
ment purchase area last June for the 
purpose of designating a tract of 150.- 
OOO acres to be set aside as a na- 
tional recreation reserve. In the party 
were a number of distinguished ygov- 
ernment officials including Congress- 
men Gordon Lee and Thomas H. Bell.
